subscriptions.

In their opinion, that
the loan will be greatly oversubscribed
in which event the policy of the
Treasury will doubtless be to make
allotments to the smaller subscribers
first, curtailing th subscriptions for
large sums, --if necessary. Tbe policy i

war, is to give preference to the sub-
scriptions of the man or woman with
'a small amount of money.

Owninc a Government bond, like

owning a home, is an incentive to
jrood citizenship and civic responsi- -
bBlty that is not overlooked by gov
ernments of the world. And the terms I

announced by secretary mass wui ap-

peal strongly to those of moderate
means who wish to make the safest
possible Investments for their sav-
ings.

To tbe rich the loan, will make a
fftrozxg appeal, also, not only in that
the interest rate is a good one, but
tHat the. bonds may be converted into
bonds bearing 3 per cent but exempt
from Income taxes, which will make
inroads upon wealth for a good many
years to come.

Washington's Share ef Total.
Washington hankers had expected

the lo&n would be for $6,000,000,000, in
which event the apportionment to this
city would have been about $28,000,000.
The apportionment will be made by
the Federal Reserve Bank of this dis-
trict, headquarters at Richmond, and
Washington's share will be some-
where near $21.00 0.000.

For this city the work will be done
for the Government by the same ef
ficient liberty loan committee mat
conducted the last four loans and, in
every instance, exceeded Washington's
share by millions of dollars.

"Washington banks and citizens are
in splendid shape to subscribe their
portion of the loan," said Mr. Poole
today. "There is no doubt in my
mind that the bonds will sell good.
They are "very attractive and, even if
plenty of patriotism did not exist,
would go well with the public'

Waahlngtonians as Bondholders.
There are comparatively few Wash-ingtonia- ns

who do not own Govern-
ment bonds. Some have made the
bad mistake of disposing of bonds
bought In the former campaigns, but
Jf they did so they can retrieve by
loading' up on tbe coming loan. In
the first Liberty loan the total num-

ber of Washington subscribers was
50346; second loan, 87,777; third loan,
335,824. and last loan, 182.026. No
other city In the country, in propor-
tion to population, made such a
showing.

Some local bankers arc worried Just
"a little over the possibility that the
interest rate will appeal so strongly
to the public that a tendency may de-
velop toward selling holdings of rail-
road and other bonds to get the money
to buy the new Government bonds.

In a letter written home immedi-
ately after this historic action, Lieu-
tenant Heald. describing it, said:
"We went over under a H of a bar-
rage; it seemed as if every gun in
the world was firing. ... I had
several narrow escapes, but got
through without scratch. . . .
And that night we camped on the
Mlndcnburg line."
